I t Is N o t a H a r o P la n t, N o r Im .-* I t l i m n 
a t ( c r y ( a n a t Ha ig h t* . 
It Ut commonly reported uml is no 
less commonly believed by the inexperi­ 
enced tourist that edelweiss is a plant 
which only grows in the most dangerous 
and iunccevwffble situations. Of course 
with it, os with any other Alpine plunt, 
this may now and then happen. But as 
a rule it is found oil neigh ami rather 
■tony h1<ijte* of grass, the ordinary pas­ 
ture of sheep and goats, at heights rung 
lug from ab*wit 6,000 to 8, (KH) 
feet 
Bistre the sea level. 
It is not often met 
with below the former limit and seldom 
ttlHtvo the latter. 
Once it coaid 
be 
plucked—probably it has now been ex­ 
terminated—by the side of a path a few 
hundred filet above Zermatt and within 
half an hoar of the hotels. It was abun­ 
dant, aud no doubt still is, nil about 
the little inn at the Toss fays, aud it 
may be picked in handfuls within a 
couple of hours’ easy walk from the 
baths of Hun Bernardino. That it is a 
great rarity is also an article of faith, 
but this is another myth. It is doubt­ 
less a plant Inca) rather than universal 
in the Alps, bat there are few districts 
where it does not occur, often abundant­ 
ly. 
What has caused it to Is) so prized 
is difficult to undi P .and. It is an ever­ 
lasting, but that is almost equivalent to 
saying that it has no groat beuuty. The 
plant attains a height at about four 
inches, having one or two flowers on a 
stem. 
These are star shaped, a few 
pointed rays down covered, as if they 
were cut out of pale gray velvet, sur­ 
rounding two or throe yellowish tufts. 
The dry stem and narrow leuvea aro 
similarly covered. Its scientific name is 
Guaphuliuin lcoutopodium, and tho ge­ 
nus to which it belongs has throe or 
four representatives iii the Alps, one of 
them, G. dioicum, being aim) ubuudant 
on dry moors in Britain. It is, in short, 
a flower quaint ruttier than beautiful. 
The edelweiss is an extremely easy 
plant to raise from seed and should bi* 
treated as an annual. 
The seed eau be 
obtained readily for a few pence from 
any respectable nurseryman. It is, how­ 
ever, a very difficult plant to transplant 
with any success. 
Sometimes the edel­ 
weiss, when torn from its native moun­ 
tain aud set oat iii a garden, will huvo 
sufficient life in it to flower aud th en 
pine away aud die. 
This is the almost 
invariable result of these 
attempted 
transplantations. 
It may be added that edelweiss, when 
grown on anything like the sea level, 
or, in fact, anywhere away from boun), 
entirely los t its distinctive character 
and becomes worthless as a garden 
plant Perhaps these remarks will save 
some tourists’ sponge bugs from being 
filled, which, if they do not become 
heated mid die on the journey, will 
bandy linger long enough to enablo the 
proud owner to point to them as evi­ 
dence that he has 
uctuully been 
to 
Switzerland.—London Standard. 


The I’ru luugrd H a t h . 
Modern Medicine says that a patient 
in the St. Louis hospital was recently 
kept immersed in a bathtub for six 
weeks for tho care of u large sloughing 
abscess, u current of water being con­ 
stantly passed through the tub. The 
writor bus, within the last 90 years, 
treated many cases of gangrene, crush­ 
ed limbs, sloughing sores, etc., by this 
method and lias found better results 
thun by any other, 
its success is duo to 
the asepsis secured by the constant im ­ 
mersion. The presence of a large quail 
tity of water is not favorable to the de­ 
velopment of pus forming genus, so that 
suppuration is lessened and at tho same 
time the poisons resulting from the ac­ 
tion of the disease germs are washed 
awny. Theso poisons, when left in con­ 
tact with the tissues, paralyze the liv 
ing cells aud destroy them, thus hin­ 
dering the rcparat ive efforts, but by the 
constant cleansing effected by tho con­ 
tact, of water kept pure by frequent re­ 
newal the ti SHU* s art' protected from the 
toxic influence of these poisons, uml 
healthful repair is thus promoted. 
While in Vienna some 19 years ago 
the writer found patients living in tubs 
of water who had been immersed for 
periods varying from six mouths to a 
year or more. The cells of the body are 
accustomed to contact with moisture. In 
this respect they may even be OOO)pared 
to aquatic animals. The blood cells are 
carried by a current of watery fluid, 
and the tissue cells are all constantly 
bathed in this fluid, so taut the contact 
of water with the living tissues is a 
tx md it urn closely analogous to 
that 
which is naturally maintained withiu 
the body.—New’ York Ledger.

Elba was an island divided against 
itself, there tieing both imperialists and 
loyalists among its inhabitants and a 
considerable party which desired inde­ 
pendence.. 
By r* presenting that Napo­ 
leon had brought with him fabuloua 
sums the Austrian and English commis­ 
sioners easily won the Eibans to a fer­ 
vor of loyalty for their new emperor. 
Before nightfall of the 4th the court 
was established, and the new adminis­ 
tration began its labors 
Having mas­ 
tered tho resources and needs of his 
pygmy realm, the emperor began to de­ 
ploy all his powers, mending the high­ 
ways, fortifying the strategic points and 
CT) ating about the nucleus of IOO guards 
which were rent from Fontainebleau an 
efficient little army of 1,600 men. 
His 
exjH'iises were regulated to the minutest 
detail both at home and abroad. The 
salt works and iron mines, which were 
the bulwarks of El ban prosperity, began 
at once to increase their output, and 
taxation was regulated with scrupulous 
nioety. By that supereminent virtue of 
the French burgher, good management, 
the island was made almost independ­ 
ent of the remnants of the Tuileriea 
treasure (about 6,000,000 francs) which 
Napoleon had brought from France. The 
same powers which hail swayed a world 
operated with equal auroras in a sphere 
ulmost microscopic by comparison. 
Before long the Princess Borghcae, 
separated soon after her marriage from 
hor second husband aud banished since 
1810 from Paris for impertinent conduct 
to thoenipress, came, according to prom­ 
ise, to bo her brother’s companion, 
nnd Madame Mere, though distant in 
prosperity, camo likewise to soothe her 
son in adversity. The intercepted letters 
of tho former provo her to have been at 
least aa loose in her life at Elba as ever 
before, hat they do not afford a stiff! 
dent basis for the scandal* concerning 
her relations with Nupolcou which were 
founded upon them and industriously 
circulat'd at tho court of Louis XVIII. 
The shameful charge has no adequate 
foundation of any sort. 
Napoleon’s economics were rendered 
not merely expedient, but imperative 
by the fact that none of the money 
from France was forthcoming which 
had been promised in hia treaty with 
the powers. 
After a short stay Roller 
frankly stated Stint, iii jiis opinion, it 
would never be paid aud departed. The 
island swanned with Bourbon spies, 
and the only conversation in which Na­ 
poleon could indulge himself unguard 
edly was with Sir Neil Campbell, the 
English representative, or with tho ti­ 
tled English gentlemen who gratified 
their curiosity by visiting him. During 
the summer heats, when the court was 
encamped on the heights at Marciona 
for refreshment, there appeared u mys­ 
terious lady with ber child.
